Serious Accident 
At Railway Yards 


A serious accident happened to 
Mr. Campbell, engineer of the yard 
engine, on Monday evening.

The town is busy today preparing 
for the reception to be given the 
Duke of Connaught, with the Duchess 
and Princess and party, to-morrow 
morning. The royal party will arrive 
from Edmonton some time during the 
early morning hours, and the car 
will remain in the yards until 9.15, 
when the reception begins. The de- 
tails have been arranged and will 
be very simple. 

The Duke will appear from his car 
at 9.15 in the morning, and will 
probably inspect his guard of honor, 
composed of members of Pine Lake 
Light forse, under command of 
Capt. Sandeman. He will then be 
presented with an address of welcome 
by Mayor Welliver. The presenting 
of colors to two troops of Boy 
Scouts, under command of Scout 
Master Rev. C. W. G. Mooee, will 
take place, and a. reception will fol- 
low. His Royal Highness is desirous 
of meeting the people of Red Deer, 
and has issued a general invitation 
for all to be present. He am his 
party will leave for Calgary at 10 
o'clock. 


Every citizen having a flag thould ; 


unfurl it wide to-morrow in honor of 
the first visit of royalty to our town. 
And the Town Council can assist 
very materially along this line by 
furnishing decorations for the build- 
ings facing the park at the depot, 
where the reception will probably 
take place. 

In no part of the west are there 
more loyal citizens than in Red Deer, 
some boasting of their loyalist 
ancestry. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that 
the present visit will evoke the 
warmest expressions of boyalty and 
devotion from all classes in. the 
community. As the representative of 
the King, no less than on his own 
account, do we feel honored by the 
visit of His Royal Highness. Since 
his arrival in Canada he has mani- 
fested the deepest interest in Cana- 
dian affairs, and has amply justified, 
as was expected, the appointment of 
a Royal Governor-General. Not, less 
graciously and successfully have their 
Royal Highnesses the Duchess _ of 
Connaught and the Princess Patricia 
performed their duties. 

When the Duke of Connaught, who 
has devoted a lifetime of loyal and 
fruitful service to the Mmpire, was 
appointed Governor-General of the 
Dominion, it was regarded as some- 
thing more than an interesting event. 
It was felt by Canadians that hie ap- 
pointment was a recognition by the 
Imperial authorities of the growing 
greatness of the Dominion and of the 
large place which it must eventually 
hold in the common Empire. — liver 
since the days of Confederation it 
has been the aspiration of the people 
of Canada to have as their Gover- 
nor-General a Prince of the Royal 
blood, and there was a warmth of 
feeling in their hearts for the son of 
Victoria the Good even before he 
reached our shores, and has_ since 
proven to be as democratic and pop- 
ular a representative of the King 
as any one of his distinguished pre- 
decessors. Our most ‘hopeful expec- 
tations have been fully realized, and 
the Duke of Connaught has 
his desire to get in closest touch 
with the ideals and aspirations of 
the subjects of the Ning in this por- 
tion of the wide realm. The present 
tour of the Dominion will give the 
Governor-General a fuller knowledge 
of the growth and development — of 
the Dominion and a closer insizht to 
the loyal feelings that inspire Cana- 
dians from the Atlantic to the Paci- 
fic to the service of the Crown. 

Red Deer tenders the love, affec. 
tion and esteem of its citizens to 
the representatives of the King who 
will be with us to-morrow.

A disptach in Monday’s papers said : 

Although the C.N.R. is establish- 
ing direet railway connection be- 
tween Edmonton and Calgary by way 
of Camrose and the Vegrevillc-Cal- 
gary line, their projects include a 
line so direct as to enable them to 


compete on equal terms with the 
C. & E. section of the C.P.R. Ten

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Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land ‘Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
ey or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead ‘or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to carn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
trivts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

Those in astern 
Canada, as far as the Great Lakes, 
have been selected by — different 
automobile clubs in these districts, 
while west of this point the men 
have been appointed by the Cana 
dian Highway Association. In most 
cases the pilot is a member, fre- 
quently an officer, of the association, 
and it is his intention to accompany 
Mr. Wilby for at least ome hundred 
miles on his journey, resigning his 
services as guide when the district 
served by another officer is reached. 

There are, of course, great difli- 
culties to be met with on the jour- 
ney. For many weeks it seemed as 
if the trip would have to be aban- 
doned, as there seemed @o possibility 
of getting beyond the Great Lakea, 
short of shipping the car over the 
railroad or on one of the boats ply- 
ing on the inland sca, but a few 
days ago Mr. Wilby was advised 
that a party which had been sent out 
to thoroughly investigate conditions 
in that locality, had reported that a 
route which appeared to be passable 
had at length been located. 

Before leaving Halifax for his 
western destination, Mr. Wilby was 
presented with a number of letters to 
be delivercd en route, these being 
from acting Mayor Martin to rep 
resentative western men. One o! 
these letters is to His Royal High 
ness che Duke of Connaught, patron, 
and another to W. J. Kerr, Presi- 
dent, of the Canadian Highways 
Association. 

Valuable assistance is being given 
by Victor Parker, editor of the Mod- 
crn Power Magazine, of Winnipeg, 
who has volunteered to pilot’ Mr. 
Wilby for 100 miles outside of Win- 
nipeg. Mayor Fleming, of Brandon, 
has arranged for a pilot) from his 
town for a considerable distance 
westward, where he will relinquish 
his task to the Regina pilot. Mem- 
bers of the Medicine Hat Automobile 
Club are to take charge of Mr. Wil- 
by in Alberta and convoy him to 
the British Columbia Boumdary, 
where he will be met) by Mr. Guy 
Lowenberg, who will have charge of 
him as far as Castlegar, where Mr. 
John D. Anderson, another vice- 
president, will undertake to pilot the 
car as far as Grand Forks, from 
which point Mr. Wilby will have the 
assistance of Mr. Jeff Davis. At 
Princeton an experienced packer will 
be waiting with horses, which it is 
expected will be necessary in cross- 
ing the two divides on the Hope 
mountains, This part of the trip, it 
is believed, will be the most difficult 
of the whole undertaking, and, in the 
event of Wr. Wilby negotiating this 
obstacle, he will be met at the town 
of Hope by President W. J. Kerr, 
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who will escort him to Chilliwack 
and across the Fraser Valley to 
Westminster and Vancouver, stopping 
at Westminster long enough to enter- 
tain the path-finder at a luncheon to 
be given in his honor. 

From Nanaimo to the western 
coast of Vancouver Island no great 
difficulty is to be encountered, the 
roads as far as Sproat Lake being 
‘n excellent condition. An attempt 
may be made to reach the coast at 
long Beach, but if this is not feas- 
ible, the journey will come to an 
official end at Strathcona Park. 
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FACTORY AND FARM

Together They Build up the 
Home Market 

No better example of the interde- 
pendence of the manufacturing and 
agricultural interests is required than 
Ontario. It is not necessary to go 
‘into the enormous industrial expan 
sion in the province in the last two 
years. This is everywhere evident 
But what of the farm? The field crop’ 
of Ontario last year were valued at 
$250,000,000 or an average of $1,66: 
from each of the 150,000 farms. Five 
years ago, the value of Onturio’s ag 
gricultural output was placed at 14/ 
millions, and ten years ago it was no' 
more than a hundred millions. The 
number of farms to share in that one 
hundred millions was larger then than 
now, so that the average income of 
each farm was considerably less thar. 
$1,666. In fact, the average income 
in 1901 was about $600, according tc 
ralculations made from statistics pub: 
lished by the Department of Agricul: 
ture. This means that the Ontario 
farm of to-day is giving its owner, 
returns that are at least 160 per cent. 
greater than they were in 1901. The 
growing value of the output of the 
farms can only result in one thing 
and that is the increased value of thc 
land. Thus, the latest records of the 
assessment cf the rural areas show 
that the farm lands of Ontario are 
worth over $108,000,000 more than in 
the first years of the last decade. To 
make the comparison still mor strik- 
Ing, the assessed rural land of On- 
tario is worth $10 an acre more than 
tn 1901, and another significant fact 
is that the area of these lands has 
extended in the last ten years fully 
1,500,000 acres, showing that farming 
ls actually becoming a more widely 
followed pursuti in Jn*-zio. 

What is true of Ontario also applies 
to Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta 
and other provinces. The greatest 
prosperity is where a fertile farming 
district is tributary to a good factory 
town. The one helps the other. The 
best market for the local farmer is 
the home market and the best pro 
duce for the citizen is from the near- 
by farms and gardens. 


RAISING LIVE STOCK 


Grain Growing Alone Is Not Adequate 
in Southern Manitoba 

It takes time to change from grow- 
ing grain to raising livestock and 
dairy cattle. But southern Manitoba 
is being both induced and forced into 
the change. The crops in the last 
‘three years have not been as good 
as they used to be, and the demand 
for all kinds of small food products 
trom markets like Winnipeg and from 
the new settlers in Saskatchewan ana 
Alberta has been such as to prove the 
profitableness of feeding grain and 
fodder instead of growing grain alone. 
The result is that many a station 
platform is decorated with t2n-gallon 
milk cans these days, waiting to be 
rushed to city dairies or to” be con- 
sumed by a local creamery or cheese 
factory. Last year the district be- 
tween Winnipeg and Morden, which is 
merely the central portion of Manl- 
toba, marketed 6,472 head of cattle. 
2,790 horses, and 10,338 hogs, an in- 
crease of nearly twenty per cent. in 
every department over the previous 
yar. In dairy products he Manitoba 
farmer last year sold »00,000 pounds 
more butter than in 1910, and realized 
over $200,000 more for his work. 
Creameries produced and sold nearly 
400,000 pounds more butter than in 
1910, and comparing total receipts for 
the two years for dairy products, over 
$1,686,000 was received in 1911, as 
against $1,372,000 in the previous year. 
This season will see further increases 
in these items. 


OUR PULPWOOD 


Sufficlent Cut Yearly to Keep One 
Hundred and Twenty Mills Going 
Fifty-six per cent. of tke pulpwood 

cut in Canada during the year 1911 

was exported to the United States. 

This is the fact shown by statistics 

collected by the Forestry Branch of 

the Departmnt of the Interior. 

The total quantity of pulpwood cut 
in Canada during 1911 was 1,520,227 
coMs. The quantity exported amoun- 
ted to 8447,939 cords, while the re- 
maining forty-four per cenu (672,288 
cords) was manufactured 1. Canada. 

The value of this pulpwood was 
$5,340,592 (an average of $6.29 per 
cord.) Had the wood been retained 
in Canada and manfactured here, it 
{8 estimated that the value would 
have been increased to about $15,000,- 
000. 

Had Canada manufactured into 
wood-pulp all the pulpwood she pro- 
duced, she could have had enough te 
supply a hundred and_ twenty-two 
mills of the average sizc of those 
operating in Canada, instead of the 
fifty-four she now has. Quebec could 
have suppifed sixty per cent. inore 
mills than she is now doing, and New 


Brunswick could have doubled the 
pumber of her mills,

‘save this raw material for the purpose 
of manufatcuring. Such a condition 
exists chiefly of an unequal competi. 
tion in the binder twine trade between 
Canada and the United States and 
older and more powerful industries 
have not only absolutely free access 
to the Canadian market, but also prac: 
tically monopolize the valuable sup- 
plies of raw materials in the Philli- 
pine Islands. Time was, when the 
greater part of the binder twine busi- 
ness of Canada was carried on by 
Canadian manufacturers. To-day, an 
overwhelmingly large share of this 
business is in the hands of the so 
called Harvester Trust, which does 
not make a pound of twine in Canada, 
but sends it from mills located across 
the line. 


STOGK AND THE DAIRY 


Development of These Industries 
Along the Calgary-Edmonton Line 
Possible :.o part of the West offers 

better faciities for mixed farming than 

that along the railway from Macleod 
north to Edmonton. There is little or 
no dairying, however, until one strikes 

Nanton, where there is a new cream- 

ery which is producing 1,000 Ibs. of 

butter a week, having increased from 

500 lbs. in three weeks. The people 

all through this territory are devoting 

more and more attention to dairying, 
stock raising, and ‘he growing of 
coarse grains. They are also keen 
along the line of industrial develop- 
ment. The trip from .-igh River to 
Edmonton reminds a person of On- 
tario. The rulling land, dairy herds, 
horses, streams, patches of bush are 
attractive and offer exceptional oppor- 
tunities for mixed farming. This ap- 
plies especially to the district between 
Calgary and Edmonton. In some 
cases the earty frost of last year 
which caught the wheat was a bless: 
ing in disguise and compelled some 
farmers to look to other avenues of 
industry that they might net the 
necessary financial returns., At Lang: 
don one farmer fed his frozen wheat 
to hogs, and in that way obtained $1 
a bushel for it. E. B. Wellsheimer 
who farms 160 acres has gone into 
stock raising, sells no grain but. feeds 
it to his hogs, thus obtaining good 
returns from his farm. Further evi- 
dence of mixed farming is seen in the 
large number of cans of milk and 
cream at various stations. Carstairs 
sends a large quantity of milk to Cal- 
gary at $2.25 per hundred Ibs., in win- 
ter and -1.50 per hundred Ibs., in sum- 

mer. One farmer has stables for 114 

head of dairy cattle, having a barn 

and equipment costing $8,000.00. Two 
other firms have 50 dairy cattle each. 

Didsbury ships large quantities of 

milk, butter, cream anc eggs, and 

three cars of hogs per week. As many 
as 200 cans a day of milk and cream 
are sent to Calgary. <A large quan- 
tity of hay is shipped from Didsbury, 

Olds, Innisfail, and adjacent points 

to British Columbia. 


LOCAL MARKETS HELP FARMERS 


Extension of Industries Provides a 
Market for Produce 


A despatch to the Toron:o Globe 
from St. John, N.B., says: “An en- 
couragng feature of the outlook for 
farmers in the Maritime Povinces is 
the growth of the towns, which pro- 
vide a growing market for produce. 
While there is no phenomenal growth, 
{t is steady. Take for example, the 
town of Amherst. The Board of 
Trade met last week to discuss the 
housing problem. It was stated that 
from 100 to 150 men working in Am- 
herst factories lived elsewhere, be- 
cause of a lack of houses in the 
town, and President Curry of the car 
works stated that the population of 
Amherst would be increasea by 1,000 
this summer {f houses could be pro- 
vided. The increase would be al- 
most who!., due to e largement of 
the number of industries requiring 
skilled workmen. In Sycney a new 
nall mill is nearing completion, which 
will give employment to about 800 
hands, and other industries in that 
town are also growing. Other towns 
In Nova Scotia are showing substan- 
tial growth, and this all means a bet- 
ter local market gor the farmer.” 


New LPR, Vessel hatest 
Craft Afloat 


Empress of Russia Unsink- 
able Declares Builder of Ship 


at Launching. 


London, Aug. 29.—At the launch- 


ing of the Canadian Paeilic steamer 


[emereceneereneeereceesn -pecereseseseccevenese/l! te Mmpress of Russia yesterday, the 


chairman of the building company 
said that the question of safety at 
sea had been muct! before the public 
of late. This new vessel is so con- 
structed that in the event of any- 
thing unforseen occurring she would 
float with any of her four compart- 
ments flooded, instead of two com- 
partments, which had been the board 
of trade standard. of safety hitherto, 
and as far as he was aware, this was 
the first merchant ship launched in 
this condition. 


MUST KEEP OUR 
RAW (MATERIAL 


Pulpwood Exports are Instance of En. 
ormous Loss That Has Accrued 
to Canadian Industry 

The Department of the Interior, 
Ottawa, has issued a repert on “Pulp- 
wood” in part as follows: 

“If the pulpwood exported in 1911 
had been reduced to pulp in Canada 
it would have supplicd 68 mills of 
the average size of those in Canada. 
Thus one hundred and twenty mills 
instead of fifty-four would have een 
operating in Canada, employing Can- 
adian labor and advancing Canadian 
adian industry: The provincial laws 
affecting the export of pulpwood with- 
in the exporting provinces have 
changed considerably in ou. In 
1909, pulpwood from private lands in 
Ontario and from all lands in Quebec 
and New Brunswick could be shipped 
to points outside of Canada. In that 
year, however, the province of Quebec 
issued more restrictive regulations, 
which came into force on the 1st of 
September, 1910, prohibiting the ex- 
port of unmanufactured wood cut on 
Crown lands within the p: vince; and 
{in 1911 New Brunswick passed legis- 
lation to the same effect, coming into 
force on the first day of October of 
that year, too late to affect the 1911 
export trade. 


Legislation Needed 


“The effect of the Quebec legislation 
{gs noticeable this year. The export 
of raw pulpwood from tha’ province 
was decreased by 142.564 cords, or 
18.3 per cent. Its dumestic consump- 
tion increased by 47,671 cotds, or 
nearly 14 per cent., and three new 
mills were started in acdition to 
several others under construction. Ih 
the other provinces taken topether, 
the export cf raw pulpwood Incre:sed 
by 47.662 cords, or 29 per cent.; the 
domestic consumption was increased 
by 26,130 cords, or 10.2 per cent.; and 
one mill less reported. It is evident 
that this legislation is already having 
the desired effect in stimulating the 
growth of the industry. It wou'd also 
seem to have been effective in stimu. 
lating the export of pulpwood from 
other provinces, and from private 
lands in the province of Quebec. 

“All the provinces are fully alive to 
the importance of preventing the ex- 
port of this valuable raw material. 
So far as it is in their power, they 
have taken steps to prevent it from 
being carried off to build up the in- 
dustries of another country, yet more 
than half the pulpwood cut in Canada 
is still carried over the border to sup- 
ply the pulpmills of the United States. 
Nearly all of this wood is cut from 
privately owned land, over which the 
provinces have no jurisdiction. Only 
the federal authority, by the impo- 
sition of a prohibitive export tax, 
could stop this export. 

Loss to Canada 

It is interesting to note to what ex- 
tent provincial industry would have 
been increased if the puipwood ex- 
ported to the United States had been 
converted into wood-pulp on Canadian 
soil. The 636,136 cords exported from 
Quebec would have supplied material 
for a year to forty-five pulp-mills of 
the average size operating in Quebec. 
In Ontario, six mills of the average 
size could have been kept running 
with the pulp logs exported from that 
province. The 122,698 cords shipped 
from the ports of New’ Brunswick 
would have supplied ten mills of the 
average size, {f the high production 
of 1909 be taken as the normal ca- 
pacity of the mills of the province. 
More than twice the number of mills 
operating in the Dominion might now 
be at work if Canadians had been far- 
seeing enough to manufacture their 
own raw products. 


THE DAIRY INDUSTRY 

J. W. Mitchell, of Manitoba Agricul- 
ture College refers to the dairy branch 
of farm work as a manufacturing in- 
dustry, deciaring the full financial ~e- 
turns were to be obtained from it the 
work must be done on business prin- 
ciples. Good cows must be first ob- 
tained, for a poor dairy cow was an 
unprofitable investment. A good dairy 
cow would yield about 6,000 pounds 
of milk in a year, after testing the 
yield of cver 225 herds throughout 
Manitoba. However, Prof. Mitchell 
declared that the average was only 
8,000 Ibs. It was much more prolit- 
able to have only 6 cows to keep and 
care for than 12 poor ones, end 6 good 
cows would yield as much as 12 poor 
ones.

At the Hackney Coroner's Court, 
Dr. Guthrie. informed a doctor, who 
wave evidence, that if a person is at 
the point of death, and receives a 
blow which accelerates death by two 
minutes, that is in law an accidental 
death.

Dayton, Aug. 28.—Cloudburst and 
lightning practically wiped out the 
village of Lebanon, Ohio, county seat 
of Warren county, at ten o'clock to- 
night. Communication by tclephone 
and telegraph has been destroyed, 
but = riders have — relayed the 
story of the disaster to nearby 
villages. So far no lives have been 
reported lost, but the property dam- 
age will run into thousands of dol- 


lars. 
Whole blocks are under water. 
Nearly every house and _— business 


block in the city is submerged to tho 
upper stories. Boatmen succeeded in 
rescuing a number of persons when 
the torrents descended. 

The body of Mrs. Zep Enfield, 
lying in the casket, in the front room 
of the Infield residence in the west 
end of the city, was washed out of 
the house when the walls were washt 
ed away. Once in the street, the cas- 
ket sank. Divers and searchers with 
grappling hooks have been unable to 
recover the body. 

Two fires in residences were started 
by lightning during the worst of the 
deluge. They were left to burn out 
in the torrent of rain as the village 
lire brigade were unable to reach the 
scene of the fires. The damage to 
crops in the surrounding country will 
be very great.

He is a 
certificated manager, having passed 
the examinations of the English 
Co-Operative Union in) general and 
departmental co-operative manage 
ment in co-operative accountancy 
and the history and principles of the 
movement. 

He has practical experience in 
store management and organizing, 
and was, prior to coming to this 
conatry, the organizer for the Prest 
with Co-Operative Society, Manches- 
ter, England, and local editor for 
their monthly magazine, the ‘Wheat 
Sheaf.”’ 

Mr. Litt would be glad to rende 
any assistance possible to people 
interested in the organizing of Co- 
Operative Sovieties in other parts of 
the province by giving advice and 
answering inquiries.

F. E. Smith Save: Proposals of 
Canadian Premier Have 
Touched People. 


——— 


Winnipeg, Aug. 28.—‘‘The question 
of the Canadian contribution to the 
navy is a very delicate one,”’ said fF. 
Ki. Smith, K.C., the young Unionist 
leader, yesterday. “Personally I 
think that no English public man 
will dare to express his opinion open- 
ly until the premier of Canada has 
delivered his statemcnt. I) might 
say without indiscretion that the 
general tendency of Mr. Borden's 
views I/as been received with grati-, 
tude by all parties in England. No 
proposal has so touched the imagin- 
ation of the people in regard to the 
imperial conception since Canadian 
co-operation in the South African 
war.”’ 

Speaking along similar lines, Rt. 
Hon. Walter Long, M.P., in address- 
ing a crowded meeting of the local 
Canadian club, said we must come 
face to face with the great problems 
which confront the empire. He re- 
membered the time when it was 
whispercd that the future of Canada 
Was annexation to the United Stat- 
ts. No man was bold enough to 
whisper that word again. Canada’s 
part in the South African war set- 
tled that for all time. Today the 
naval supremacy of the empire was 
threatened. For his part he had no 
doubt that Canada would answer the 
mother country’s present need with 
a mighty shout and say: ‘‘We will 
see that the navy is sufficient for 
any occasion.”

Wetaskiwin Child Dies From 
Swallowing Strychnine 
By Mistake. 


Wetaskiwin, Aug. 2¢.--Under most 
distressing circumstances, Fern Day- 
ton lost her life here last evening.

Sympathy is being showered 
upon her relatives, for in a peculiar 
way they have suffered a double loss.
